Spokesmen for all parties 
supported the proposal to bring 
the pink salmon fishery under 
the commission, set up in 1930 
to supervise and regulate sock- 
eye salmon fishery on the west 
coast. 

Fisheries - Minister Sinclair 
said the commission has an ex- 
traordinary record of achieve- 
ment in regulating the $35,000,- 
000-a-year sockeye fishery and 


do the same for the pinks. 

He was anxious for rapid ap- 
proval of the amendment to the 
original treaty between Canada 
and the U.S. establishing the 
commission. 

Mr. Hahn said he was per- 
turbed. by Mr. Sinclair's state- 
ments last year that Canadian 
fisheymen on the west coast had 
to outfish Americans for pink 
salmon “to bring the Americans 
to their senses.” 

“But the gamble paid off,” he 
said as Mr. Sinclair nodded. 

Gen. Pearkes said that for 
years B.C. fishermen pleaded 
that the pink fishery—which in 
1955 had a commercial value 
of more than $15,000,000—be 
brought

two alternatives. 

The Federal Government, through 
its central bank, ‘can increase the 
total supply of money, thus arti- 
ficially reduce interest rates and 
abandon all serious attempts to check 
inflation. 

Or the Government can begin to 
ration the existing money supply, 
channel more of it into home build- 
ing and less into other things like 
industrial expansion. 

It was not to be supposed that 
strong measures against inflation 
could be long maintained without 
serious political trouble. The com- 
plaints of the lumber workers, of mu- 
nicipalities and other groups are part 
of an inevitable protest against any 
real anti-inflation policy. 

The Government had _ foreseen 
this discontent and the possibility 
that the money supply would have 
to be rationed, to some degree any- 
way—unless, of course, the inflation 
eased and more money could safely 
be created. 

It would be possible, though ex- 
tremely difficult, to ration money for 
private investment such as homes. 
The Government could itself borrow 
some part.of the total supply at the 
going interest ‘rates, as fixed in the 
market (not by the Government) and 
then lend it, at a lower rate, to home 
builders or others. The taxpayers 
would pay the loss thus sustained 
Or the Government could disregard 
the inflationary - consequences and 
simply issue more money through its 
bank. 

How the Government will handle 
the home-building and similar prob- 
lems of credit shortage in some sec- 
tors of the economy no doubt will 
depend on_the Government's judg- 
ment of the inflationary pressure. At 
least it should.

IKE MANY A DICTATOR BE- 
fore him, General Francisco 
Franco of Spain hag. been able for 
some 20 years to control the political 
and social! development of his 
country. But, also like other similar 
figures. in history, he finds himself 
unable to control’two very important 
elements in the existence of any na- 
tion. He cannot control the weather, 
and he cannot control economic law. 
Today General Franco is strug- 
gling with economic difficulties that 
have been. brought on by. the wea- 
ther. And these two factors have 
resulted in a third—public discontent 
—which may well prove too much 
for his aging regime to handle. 

These are the reasons behind yes- 
terday’s announcement of drastic 
changes in the Spanish cabinet — 
changes which were made at the 
expense of the only legal political 
party in-Spain, the Falange. 

Heavy frost this winter seriously 
damaged the citrus crops; drought 
has hurt the winter wheat crop; 
hydro-electric output has been re- 
duced. by the lack of rain; power 
cuts haye curtailed industrial pro- 
duction. 

The immediate results of these 
setbacks have been that Spain’s gold 
reserves ha¥e melted away — from 
$94 millions in December, 1955, to 
$10 millions at present. Inflation has 
hit the country, there is a heavy 
budget: deficit; the peseta is falling 
on the international exchanges. 

Translated into human terms, 
these developments mean that the 


may do what it knows to be unwise 
economically and what it thinks wise 
politically. An inflationary increase 
ih the.money supply might be con- 
sidered good politics and its results, 
in the form of prices, would not show 
until the election was past. 

Whatever the Government may 
do about credit policy in general— 
and all it has done so far is to hold 
the money supply at the existing 
level—the British Columbia lumber 
industry’s problems cannot be cured 
by any action in Ottawa. 

Before our export lumber mar- 
kets softened we were selling a large 
part of our 
nations like the United States and 
Britain. Even if the Canadian mar- 
ket Could be increased to its former 
volume by some form of credit ma- 
nipulation we would still need our 
foreign markets, at their old level, 
to maintain our former output. The 


Canadian Government has no shadow 


of control over those markets. 

The lumber industry 
ever, has some measure of control 
over them. It can strive to compete 
with lumber from other countries 
such as those of the Baltic, where 
Britain is buying most of its lumber 
today. To do so it must meet the 
price of these other exporters. 

If it cannot compete in foreign 
markets, our industry .is..bound to. 
suffer a decline in total output for 
the simple reason that Canada can- 
not begin to use all its own lumber, 
any more than it can use all its own 
paper, minerals and wheat. 

The productive cost and hence 
the price of our lumber is the vital 
factor. It cannot be removed by our 
own credit policies, however infla- 
tionary they may be 
not be forgotten that the decline in 
our lumber markets, both domestic 
and foreign, is mainly the result of 
inflation here and in other countries. 
When our prices become too high 
they are resisted by customers, 
Canadian -and- foreign. a

Thus Khrushchey demanded the liqui- 
dation of NATO—and of course it has 
always been assumed that this would be 
part of the price. But Khrushchev also 
demanded, in effect, the total liquidation 
of the American power position, not. only 
He demanded the 
American forces every- 


Permanent Regimes 


Another part of his price was that the 
Western powers Should recognize the 
Communist regimes as permanent—‘to 
accept this, as a believer would say, as 
something given by God.” 

The clear implication here is that, 
even after the Red Army withdrew, the 
Soviets would claim the right to use force 
to prevent the overthrowing of the “God- 
given” Communist regimes. 

Khrushchev's statement. has ,thus 
greatly strengthened the. negative side 
in a vitally significant subterranean de- 
bate which has been going on within the 
American government. The debate has 
centred around these questions: 

, Is it worth while to attempt seriously 
to negotiate with the Soyiets on their 
terms for withdrawing thé Red Army. to 
their borders? If so, what price might 
the United States and the, West; be: pre- 
pared to pay for such a withdrawal?

The immediate impetus of the debate 
was provided by the Hungarian uprising.

Army, held the Soviet satellite empire 
together. 

Second

Third, failing such a withdrawal, fur 
ther uprisings in the satellites weré prob- 
able, and such uprisings—especially in 
East Germany—involved the clear risk 
of a world war 

Soviet Premier Bulganin’s letter of 
Nov, 20 to President Eisenhower, when 
the Hungarian revolt was at its height, 
further stimulated the secret debate. For 
the Bulganin letter proposed, at least by 
implication, a mutual 500-mile withdrawal 
from a demilitarized zone in Central 
Germany 

Such a withdrawal would take Ameri- 
can férces out of Germany, and thus for 
all practical purposes off the continent, 
But it would also take the Red Army 
out of most of the satellite area. 


Mutual Withdrawal 


A minority ‘within the U.S. govern- 
ment—chiefly Harold Stassen and State 
Department policy planner Robert Bowie 
~contended that this at least suggested 
that the Soviets might be in a mood to 
negotiate seriously about mutual with- 
drawal 

Outside the government, ex-Ambassa- 
dor to the Soviet Union George Kennan, 
who still has enormous influence with 
the foreign service professionals, also 
argued that the time had come to “study 
the various possibilities for with- 
drawal of beth Soviet and American 
forces from Central and Eastern Europe.” 

The President was impressed by such 
arguments, The Pentagon especially was 
violently opposed. Ultimately it was ge- 
cided to hold the whole matter in abey- 
ance. 

But Khrushchev’s statement seems to 
have written finis to the debate, perhaps 
once and for all. For Khrushchev’s price 
was not a withdrawal of American forces 
from continental Europe, but a with- 
drawal of all American forces, in Asia 
as well as Europe, back to the conti- 
nenta} United States. 

This is not a serious basis for negotia- 
tion, and, in the view of the best judges, 
it was not intended to be. In short, if 
there ever was a time when a new ap- 
proach looking towards world settlement 
was possible, that time appears to have 
passed,

Dag Hammarskjold, “feel they want a boat, 
they can ask for one.” 

New, the news agency story from Ottawa 
about “broad new Canadian naval proposals” 
had been picked up by the world agencies in 
New York and relayed to the ends of the 
globe. Mr. Pearson’s denial never did catch 
up with the story, and his mention of . the 
UN asking for a boat if it wanted one was 
picked up as. confirming the original story 
that Canada was pushing the idea. 

The word that “Canadian naval proposals” 
were cooking spread like wildfire. Almost 
every correspondent in the press_corps here 
wrote a story on it, and Canadian correspond- 
ents were deluged with inquiries from their 
international colleagues. We persona lly 
checked with every member of the Canadian 
delegation from Mr. Pearson down and could 
get no reaction other than bewilderment. “We 
are not,” they said flatly, “doing a thing about 
it. The story is a phony.”

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There is no item of outdoor equipment that can give 
more pleasure to a sportsnvan. than a well-trained hunting dog. 

By the same token, there is no single source of more 
grief and exasperation, nothing that can ruin a day so cOm- 
pletely, than a dog that is not properly trained and obedient. 

Some years ago I knew a fellow who always hunted alone 
and nevet guessed at the reason for his solitary habits until 
the subject came up during a conversation one day. 

“Well,” he explained, “I live in an apartment and can’t 
keep a dog, but my friends used to ask me out for a shoot 
over their dogs. For a while I went along, only to have the 
day spoiled an unruly dog. Blowing whistles, yelling, 
swearing and ting dogs isn’t my idea of a pleasant day. 

“Now I just Wand round by myself. I don’t get many 
birds, but at-least |\keep*my peace of mind.” 

I never did learn\ whether or not he eventually got around 
te shooting over a dog, but he certainly had a point. 
Watching and listening the scenes created by unruly dogs 
on opening day of a t season is enough to convince 
anyone that a disobedient ‘pooch is better left at home for 
guard duty than inflicted on haunting companions. 

It is a problem to acquire and develop a good shooting dog, 
regardless of breed. Most of them are spoiled before they 
reach real hunting age. It is natural to make a fuss over a 
small pup and you want him to learn that you are his friend 
and the solution to all his problems. 

However, there comes time for him to start learning about 
his real mission in life. By that time, his confidence in you 
should be firmly established.

The choice then was either to keep him under tight con- 
trol and take a chance on dulling his eagerness, or Jet him 
develop his hunting instinct and take a chance that I could 
break him of his bad habit® before next season. I chose the 
latter course. 

There is no doubt that he has what it takes. If I do my 
part, he'll be an excellent shooting dog by next September. 
If I don't, he'll be a misfit and I'll be due for a nervous break- 
down after each birdhunting trip. 

Several like myself have young dogs not yet thoroughly 
trained and there are many more who will acquire a. hunting 
dog before the next shooting season. Nobody likes to take 
time out for training while hunting. So what we do in the 
next few months will decide whether our dogs become valuable 
hunting companions or unruly nuisances through no fault 
of their own. 

There are several good amateur dog handlers around Vic- 
toria who aré Willing to help a novice get the right start on 
training and there are a number of good books on the subject. 

All the effort spent on proper training will be rewarded 
many times. Just a few daysspf shooting over a good dog 
are more than worth all the trouble. 

A hunter who has not owned a good bird dog has missed 
a good dea! in this life.

Will You Define the Words Nuclear Fission? 
_| The expression-nuclear fission 


came with the Atomic Age. It 
|brings to mind mysterious 
atomic piles and the shattering 
atomic bomb. Yet the word atom 
does not appear in the expres- 
sion. Let's do some detective 
work on those words and see if 
jthe word atom is not hidden 
| there. 

Fission is the easier word to 
jtackle first. It comes from an 
folder word meaning to cleave 
jor split. A fissure is a great 
crack in the rocks of the earth's 
crust. Fission, then, means split- 
jting, cracking or cleaving. Nu 
\clear is coined from an older 
|word for nut or kernel. The nu- 
|cleus of a comet is the bright 
lcore in the centre. Nuclear fis- 
|sion? then, is something to do 
with splitting cores. 

The word nucleus was given 
a special meaning by the atomic 
scientists. It is their name for 
the central core, or heart, of 
the atom. ‘This nucleus is a 
tightly bound bundle of electric 
particles. Around it are more 
loosely arranged shells of other 
electric particles. The nucleus is 
charged with positive electric 
ity. The shells of electron par 
ticles are charged with negative 
electricity. The nucleus contains 
several types of electric par 
ticles. The chief ones are the 
positively charged protons and 
the electrically neutral 
trons 


neu 


The outer electrons often pop 
off their atoms like but 
tons Normal atoms soon re 
gain their quota of electrons 
But the particles of the nucleus 
are much more firmly held to 
gether We are not certain 
what energy binds them It 
may be that each particle yields 
up a fragment of itself to form 
this welding force 

In any case, a great deal of 
energy is freed when a particle 
is torn from the nucleus. Much 
more energy is released’.when 
a nucleus is torn into two more 
or less equal parts. This is what 
we call nuclear fission 

The term atom splitting is 
usually used to describe the job 
done by machines like the cy- 
ciotron. Here the nucleus may 
be changed by chipping off one

or more tiny particles. Energy, 
is released. and the fragments 
fly off at high speed. High 
speed bullets are used in this 
atom splitting. They are them- 
selves @tomic particles with 
enough speed energy to chip 
any nucleus they manage to hit. 

Nuclear fission happens whert 
a large, heavy atom is broken 
into two lighter sections. This 
was first done in 1939. The big 
uranium atom was split. into 
two parts. The debris of this 
explosion contains tremendous 
energy plus a number of small 
freed particles. These freed 
particles fly fast enough to ex- 
plode nearby atoms stafting a 
chain reaction of splitting 
atoms. The energy released 
from uranium nuclear fission is 
50,000,000 times greater than 
the energy released from burn- 
ing coal.

Let us take a look today at the 
American luxury cars as a 
group, and see just what they 
offer in return for a rather for: 
bidding price. We can deal with 
them in two ways: (1) compar- 
ing their advantages, of any, 
over the smaller, lower-priced 
cars, and (2) comparing them 
simply with one another without 
prejudice to cars of another 
price range 

Aside from such abstractions 
as prestige and appearance. our 
Lincolns, Cadillacs, Imperials do 
not, in all truth, offer greater 
transportation value as compar- 
ed with Ford, Chevrolet and Ply 
mouth, 


They have, in fact, two clear- 
cut disadvantages as compared 
with their lower-priced relatives 
One is their enormous bulk, and 
the other their much greater 
weight. And neither is a desir 
able feature from the point of 
view of ease of handling and

They do offer more lavish and 
better-quality interior appoint 
ments; in some cases, but not in 
all, more. passenger space and 
luggage accommodation. 


QUIET, SMOOTH 


Thev have larger and more 
powerful engines, but not meas 
urably better performance, since 
their power-to-weight ratio is 
little if at all, better than in the 
smaller cars. They do run much 
more quietly and somewhat 
more smoothly. They ride much 
more softly, which is not the 
same thing as saying that they 
ride better. They do, a little, at 
slow city speeds and moderate 
open-road ‘speeds, but beyond 
legal speeds I would as soon 
have the tauter springing of a 
Chevrolet 

They are, a8 a group, more 
carefully assembled and finish- 
ed. and, therefore, probably less) 
prone to a variety of minor 
things-going-wrong, but there is 
no statistical. proof that they 
are basically more durable than 
cheaper cars. None of them com 
pare in structural sturdiness to 
the unit-construction Rambler

There -is no item of outdoor equipment that.can give 
more pleasure to a sportsman than a well-trained hunting dog. 

By the same token, there is no single source of more 
grief and exasperation, nothing that can ruin a day so com- 
pletely, than a dog that is not properly trained and obedient. 

Some years ago I knew a fellow who always hunted alone 
and never guessed at the reason for his solitary habits until 
the subject came up during a conversation one day. 

“Well,” he explained, “I live in an apartment and can’t 
keep a dog, but my friends used te ask me out for a shoot 
over their dogs, For a while | went along, only to have the 
day spoiled by an unruly dog. Blowing whistles, yelling, 
swearing and beating dogs isn't my idea of a pleasant day. 

“Now J just wander around by myself. I don’t get many 
birds, but at least I keep my peace of mind.” 

I never did learn whether or not he eventually got around 
to shooting over a good dog, but he certainly had a point. 
Watching and listening to the scenes created by unruly dogs 
on opening day of a pheasant season is enough to. convince 
anyone that a disobedient Pooch is better left at home for 
guard duty than inflicted on hunting companions. 

It is a problem to acquire and develop a good shooting dog, 
Tegardiess of breed. Most of them are spoiled before they 
reach real hunting age. It is natural to make a fuss over a 
small pup and you want him to learn that you are his friend 
and the solution to all his problems 

« However, there comes time for him to start learning about 
his real mission in life. By that time, his configence in 
should be firmly established, 


Pampering Breaks Down Discipline 


From that. point, take it easy on the petting and pamper- 
ing. Too much will break down disc ipline. But he should be 
praised when he retrieves a bird or performs a lesson properly 
You can’t teach him to hunt If he comes from a proven 
strain, he'll do that instinctively All you can do is teach 
him to obey. 

Short lessons, 10 to 15 minutes a day, are advised until he 
Teaches his advanced training. Never give a command you 
are not in a position to enforce. Praise him when he per- 
forms well; correct him, as firmly as necessary, when he is 
wilfully disobedient. Once he is convinced you are the boss 
and that you mean business, your battle is half won.

Some say three months, some suggest 
Almost all successful trainers agree that training 
and hand signals shouldn't be undertaken 
least nine months of age 

I happen to be one of those who believes too early a start 
can spoil a pup’s natural eagerness to hunt.

September. 1 also have a dog that would sooner hunt than 
do anything else in the world.

The choice then was either to keep him.under tight con- 
trol and take a chance on dulling his eagerness, or let him 
develop his hunting instinct and take a chance that I could 
break him of his bad habits before next season. I chose the 
latter course. 

There is no doubt that' he has what it takes 
part, he'll be an excellent shooting dog by next 
If I don’t, he'll be a misfit and I'll be due for a ne 
down after each bird-hunting trip 

Several like myself have young dogs not, yet thoroughly 
trained and there are many more acquire a hunting 
dog before the next shooting season. Nobody likes to take 
time out for training while hunting So what we do in the 
next few months will decide whether our dogs become valuable 
hunting companions or unruly nuisances through no fault 
of their own 

There are several good amateur dog handlers around Vic- 
toria who are willing to help a novice get the right start on 
training and there are a number of good books on the subject. 

All the effort spent on proper training will be rewarded 
many times. Just a few days of shooting over a good dog 
are more than worth all the trouble.
